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US20030233675-A1 (Pre-Grant Publication) discloses a DNA sequence 
encoding a polypeptide (accession number ADN25163), wherein the polypeptide 
is 91.6% identical to Applicants polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 3. However, no prior 
art reference or sequence of record, taken alone or in combination teach the 
claimed invention or provide motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
the skills available in the area of enzymology or molecular biology, to make the 
invention obvious.
